Unfortunately this was precise­ 
ly the point where they were destined to the leust grati­ 
fication. 
'[’he Dey was as close as an oyster to all 
questions upon this topic. 
There were reports and de­ 
scriptions about town respecting these 
mysterious be­ 
ings, who were Circassians, Georgians, and so forth ; 
but nothing seemed to bo certain, save that they were 
snugly locked up ; and in such provoking obscurity did 
tho whole matter continue, that this bevy o f eastern 
beauties came, and tarried, and departed in a manner 
that baffied curiosity as completely as happened in the 
adventure of Geoffrey Crayon with the Stout Gentleman
